AN  EXAMINATION 
Of  tbe  allegations,  made  against  John 

Breckinridge,  by  the  Editor  of  the 

Kentucky  Gazette,  Crctomb,  and  o- 

tiers. 

No.  III. 

AS  I progreft  in  the  examination,  1 
become  more  and  more  convinced  that 
the  adverfaries  of  mr.  Breckinridge;  have 
prior  to  this  affair,  entertained  feme  pre 
judices  againft  him  ; otherwifie,  I think 
that  they  would  not,  upon  fuch  (light 
and  infufficient  teftimony,  have  exprelTed 
themfelves  fo  pofitivcly,  fo  violently, 
and  fo  inconfiflently  upon  the  fubjefit. 
The  editor  honeftly  avows  his  former  o 
pinions  of  mr.  Breckinridge  ; at  know 
ledges  his  fuperior  talents,  and  thinks 
the  fcheme  bears  marks  of  no  ordinary 
contriver.  Cretoinb  denies  him  the 
poffcffion  of  talents,  compares  him  to 
“ county  court  hacks,”  and  will  have 
him  engaged  in  the  ' ntrigue  becaufe  it 
is  a pitiful  and  a weak  otie  ; wliilft  Paul- 
ding contends  that  he  is  a link  in 
chain  of  intrigue  which  extends— God 
knows  where. 

The  editor,  particularly  in  his  seal  to 
colle£l  and  nublidi,  has  collefted  and 
publilhed  too  much  for  the  good  of  his 
own  caufe.  He  thinks  that  a man  like 
Breckinridge  not  engaged  in  an  intrigue, 
would  have  noticed  mr.  Bradford’s  let- 
ter, and  have  fuppreffed  the  “ True  Re- 
publican or  upon  difeovering  that  the 
piece  could  not  be  luppreffed.  he  would 
have  publilhed  his  difclaimer  alotig  with 
it;  and  that  fuch  would  have  been  the 
conduct  of  an  innocent  man.  So  in 
fubfkance  has  he  exprelTed  himfelf.  Yet 
had  this  been  mr.  Breckinridge’s  con- 
duft,  the  proofs  which  the  editor  has 
publilhed  would  have  gone  quite  as  far 
in  eftabliffiing  guilt,  as  they  do  now  his 
conduA  has  been  different  ; and  the  edi- 
tor, for  the  reafons  he  alfigns,  muff  e- 
qually  have  pronounced  him  guilty.  For 
the  converfatidn  which  he  bad  with  Ste- 
venfon,  “ gave  him  fjlpicions  of  rbe 
intrigue,”  he  “ had  long  viewed  mr. 
Breckinridge  as  ambitious  and  in  that 
belief  was  not  fingular.”  So  that  had 
Breckinridge  have  noticed  his  father's 
letter  the  moment  it  was  received,  the 
editor’s  converfation  with  Stevenfon,  his 
view,  belief,  and  suspicion , upon  which 
his  imm  title  fabrick  has  been  erefted, 
would  have  proved  the  guilt,  as  much  « 
lead  as  it  has  dona  now  iince  that  the 
letter  was  not  anfwered. 

But  the  editor  afles  why  would  Ste- 
venfon take  any  ileps  unlefs  he  was  ati- 
thorifed  to  do  fo  l His  the  Editor  never 
known  one  friend  to  dart  another  at  an 
election,  without  the  privity  and  confent 
of  the  perfon  darted  ? Similar  indances 
I believe,  may  be  brought  within  his  re- 
collection ; and  the  common  experience 
of  the  people  will  inform  them  that  it  is 
often  done.  But  there  may  be  many 
reafons  why  capt.  Stevenfon  and  his  fa- 
ther would  fay  nothing  to  mr.  Breckin- 
ridge upon  the  fubjsdt.  They  had  full 
knowledge  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
caucus  ; of  >nr  Breckinridge’s  affent 
to  thofe  proceedings,  and  confequently 
of  his  engagements  with  the  -epubltcan 
party.  They  would  therefore  conclude 
that  mr.  B.  could  not  himfelf  aft.  But 
if  Breckinridge,  whofe  rife  in  the  world 
would  probably  benefit  his  friends,  could 
not  himfelf  act,  what  fliould  prevent 
them.  Could  they  fu'rprife  him  into  the 
office,  what  glory  and  what  benefits 
would  redound  to  them  who  originated 
the  n afure  ? Such  probably  were  their 
reflections.  They  pofL  (Ted  fufficieht  in- 
g miry  to  devife  the  plan,  without  the 
judgm  nt  to  inform  them  whether  it 
was  praifticable.  They  could  not  fore- 
fee vhether  it  would  elevate  or  injure 
mr.  Breckinridge ; and  in  any  event 
they  might  confider  it  as  pruving  to  him 
how  much  they  h’d  his  profperity  a‘ 
heait.  No  wonder  therefore  that  thev 
Ihould-go  to  work  with  all  that  ardoui 
for  which  they  are  rtmaikahle,  retain 
letters  which  m’ght  be  prejudicial  to 
their  fchemes,  and  that  the  feveral  con- 
verfatiens  which  capt.  Stevenfon  ha.; 
wtii  meff'S.  Bradford  and  Magruder, 
fhould  not  flop  them  in  their  career. 
Let  it  he  rqcollecled,  that  men  of  nar- 
row minds  fas  they  are  faid  to  be)  are 
generally  illiberal  and  fttfpicious,  and 
do  but  felhom  account  for  any  oppolition 
of  one  man  to  anotherat  elecTious,  upon 
any  othrr  principle  than  perfonal  enmity 
or  diflike.  Now  ail  the  charadlers  with 
whim  the  captain  converfed,  had  been 
to  hi  > knowledge  in  oppofition,  upon  a 
recent  occafion,  to  a party  which  fuppor 
ted  the  elecfnn  of  mr.  Breckinridge  . 
ami  St-  venfon,  therefore,  had  not  libe- 
rality enough  to  aferibe  the  alvire  they 
weie  giving  him,  to  any  friendfnip  fo 
Breckipridge,  but  the  contrary.  AnJ 
upon  this  view  of  the  fubjeA  it  is  not 
ft  range  that  the  advice  received  by  Ste- 
venfon was  not  taken. 

The  editor  then  enquires,  why  Ste- 
venfon confiderrd  himfelf  as  autliorife-l 
to  d*elare  that  mr.  B.  would  not  be  i 
candidate,  if  the.  conftitution  was  not  a 
mended  ? 

Pnffoly  the  editor  in. flinderffood  Ste 
▼enfon’s  communication  ; more  efpeci 
ally  as  Stevenfon  firs  the  ftatement  of 
the  editor  is  incorrect  ; and  the  expla- 
nation v ' eh  he  gives,  appears  at  least 
to  be  rexfon  able.  But  be  this  as  it  may, 
thedifputeas  to  what  S.  did  fay,  lie 
between  the  editor  i»d  Stevenfon,  and 
no:  betw  \-n  St-venfoo  an  ! mr.  Breckin- 
ridge. However  that  the  editor  " is 
mi  taken,  appears  more  than  probable, 


from  the  manner  in  svhieh  capt.  Steven- 
fon fays  the  Converfation  ol  mr.  Breck- 
inridge did  take  plac".  Steveillon  fays 
that  mr.  if.  never  did  aulhoiife  him  to 
fay  he  was  a candidate  ; “ on  the  other, 
hand"  he  continues,  mr.  B.  obferved,' 
1 that  load  be  b.cn  selected  as  the  perfon 
to  be  iun  as  V.  P.  and  the  amendment, 
to  the  coiiftiiution  had  been  rcjecfed, 
he  would  have  withdrawn  his  name,  asj 
‘.lie  feds,  by  voting  for  the  republican! 
V.  P.  might,  and  would  have  defeated 
the  eletlion  of  mr.  Jefterl'on."  Here 
Stevenfon  Hates  that  mr.  Breckinridge 
(poke  hypothetically , or  upon  supposition , 
and  was  exprelung  his  fears  (as  many 
other  republicans  have  done)  that  by 
endeavoring  to  ele£l  a republican  vice- 
prefident,  mr.  Jetferfon’s  election  might 
have  been  defeated.  This  converfation 
it  Teems  was  communicated  by  Steven- 
fon to  the  Editor  ; who  taking  for 
what  was  uttered  upon  supposition, 
lates  to  the  publick  his  own  impressions 
without  recollecting  the  precise  conver- 
sation which  did  take  place.  It  wifi 
not  he  forgotten  that  the  editor’s  mem- 
ory, like  that  of  all  other  mortals,  is  fub- 
jecl to  forgctfulnefs  and  miftakc. 

The  Editor  further, purlucs  his  exa- 
mination of  Stevenfon’s  communication 
to  him  ; infinuates  that  Stevenfon  know- 
ing that  he  did  communicate  that  air.  B. 
would  decline  tmlefs  the  conftitution  was 
amended,  has  introduced  thofe  exprefli 
ous  in  his  certificate,  merely  “to  induce 
a belief  that  he  had  been  mifunderflood ; 
and  by  his  remarks  would  have  us  be- 
lieve that  this  is  probable  from  what  is 
dated  to  have  been  mr.  Breckinridge’s 
contrary  converfations  with  mr.  Flour- 
noy. Let  us  examine  the  Editor’s  re- 
marks and  infinuations,  and  the  teftimo- 
ny by  which  they  are  ftipported. 

Ever  Iince  the  conteft  in  the  houfe  of 
reprefentatives  during  the  lall  prefiden- 
tial  eledlion,  the  publick  mind  has  be- 
come more  and  mere  convinced,  that 
an  amendment  to  the  conftitution 
\kas  neceffary  to  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  a IT  an  i 1 a r event  in  future.  This  con- 
viction originated  the  amendment ; car- 
ried it  through  congrefs  ; and  in  fpite  of 
the  oppolition  of  fa&ion,  has  finally  ob- 
tained the  paffage  of  it  by  the  cnnftitu- 
tional  number  of  dates.  It  will  be  re- 
collected that  the  republican  party  in- 
troduced this  fubjedt  in  congrefs  two  or 
three  feffions  ago  ; defigning  that  the 
amendment  fhould  operate  upon  the  next 
as  well  as  upon  all  fubfequent  eledtions  ; 
and  that  it  was  only  at  the  laft  hour  that 
he  amend. nent  was  carried.  Some  in- 
deed thought  that  the  operation  of  the 
amendment  upon  the  next  eledtion  might 
not  be  neceffary  to  the  eledtion  of  both 
a republican  prelident  and  vice-prefident: 
but  this  opinion  was  not  very  general  ; 
and  I have  been  informed,  that  at  the 
Federal  City  during  the  laft  feflion  of 
congrefs,  no  perfon  of  any  information, 
even  pretended  to  fay,  how  and  in  what 
manner  the  republicans  could  safety  run 
a man  for  vice-prefident  unlefs  the  con- 
ftitution was  amended.  The  republican 
caucus  could  not  divine  who  would  be 
elediors.  The  voters,  as  well  as  elec- 
tors, would  be  difperfed  over  a large 
extent  of  territory  ; the  fuccefs  of  fome 
candidates  at  cle&ions  would  he  doubt- 
ful, fome  would  beobftinate;  fome  would 
confider  themfelves  as  pledged  to  fup- 
port  both  the  prefidential  candidates ; 
and  a perfedt  underftandifig  between  the 
eledturs  could  not  have  been  effedted. 
So  that  it  would  have  been  impoflible  to 
afeertain  what  and  how  many  votes 
ought  to  be  thrown  away  ; or  who  would 
confent  to  throw  one  of  his  rotes  away. 
Arid  if  too  many  were  given  to  Clinton, 
lie  feds,  could  make  him  president,  to 
the  entire  exclufion  of  Jefferfon. 

Such  a view  of  the  fubjedt  has  been 
taken  by  mod  of  the  well  informed  re- 
publicans with  whom  I have  converted  ; 
but  who,  at  the  fame  time,  have  appear- 
'd willing  to  adt  in  a publick  manner  in 
lucli  way  as  the  caucus  lhould  diredt  ': 
Jteming  it  better  to  rilk  a ftratagem  of 
the  fecteralifis,  than  to  seem  to  want  u- 
uion  and  promptitude  in  their  condudt 
toward  each  other.  Mr.  Breckinridge 
when  fpeaking  of  the  neceffity  of  amen- 
ding the  conftitution,  and  the  dangers 
we  would  have  to  apprehend  if  the  con- 
futation was  not  amended,  mhy  have 
converfed  in  this  manner  in  the  prefence 
of  Stevenfon  ; but  as  his  ronverfation, 
like  that  of  thoufands  of  the  bell  repub- 
licans in  the  country,  muff  have  been  hy- 
bothetical,  it  c mnot  therefore  be  confid- 
ered  as  in  oppolition  to  thofe  which  he 
held  with  rur.  Flournoy. 

But  the  courerfations  which  he  had 
with  meffrs.  F lournoy,  Carr,  Harrifon, 
Vawter  and  Gains,  appear  not  to  have 
been  merely  hypothetical  ; but  founded 
upon  an  adlual  review  of  circinuftances, 
“id  a w 11  founded  judgment,  that  be- 
fore the  election  the  conftitution  would 
be  amended  ; and  all  the  apprehended 
dangers  would  be  done  away;  and  the 
congrefs  appears  to  have  adopted  that  o- 
pinion  ; for  a law  w*s  puffed  providing 
the  manner  in  which  the  elcdlors  fhould 
vote  if  the  amendment  was  adopted,  and 
thev  had  not  official  notice  of  it.  To 
mr.  Flournoy  too,  mr.  Breckinridge  may 
have  fpoken  as  a public  chara&er,  confi- 
dering  that  his  engagements  with  the  re- 
publican party  were  fuch,  as  that  he  was 
in  honour  bound  to  advooale  meafures, 
which  as  a private  individual,  appeared 
to  him  imprudent  unlefs  the  conftitution 
was  amended. 

The  editor  would  alio  have  us  be- 
lieve something  from  what  he  Hates 
to  have  been  a declaration  made  by 
mr.  Breckinridge  to  one  of  the  can-
